Tapaneso ilies of many. kinds ore now 50 
common in gardens that fow poople realize how 
rare they wore fifty or sixty years ago, before 
the opening of the ircaty porta onebled tho, 
Japanese to barter their wild plonts for foreign 
sold and to ‘lay tho-foundationa of an industry 
which has grown to sich an extent that at the 
present time, hundreds of thousands of ‘bulbs 
are shipped every year from | Yokohuma te 
different ports: of tho world. Lika California 
and Western hin, Japan isessontially a natural | 
horbe of lilies; and althangh the Japanese have 
beon gathering them in thoosanda’sinco the. 
irado i lily butbs began, there whidlings still 
farnish a large proportion of the total numbor 
of bulbs sent out of the couniry. 
colleoted-in thoir native hounta the bulbs are 
mostly small and of no great commercial value, 
fo they are grown on fora year or two in ‘the 
rich soil of nursery gardens till they have 
reached marketable size, Most of tho nurseries 
sre on tho hillsides in the neighbourhood of: 
Tokyo and Yokohama; and the. cultivation of 
the rarer kinda of lilies is generally carried on 
‘in tea plantations, where the bulbs ore grown 
-botweon the rows of ton plonts ro that they have 
some protection from tke scorching rays of. the 
smn, - . 

With hardly an oxceplion ,all Japzneso 
lilies aro beantiful, bué Lilium anratum, 
or tho “Hill Bly,” is queen of them all. 
Although. it has beon known to -botanists 
sinco the early part of the Inst. century, 
it did uct find its way into gordene (iil brought 
into commerce by Veitch just. fifly years ayo; 
and, as may be imagined,. its flra} oppearancy 
created a pood deal.of excitemont in hortioultaral 
circles. At the timo whun the treaty porta were 
first oponed to foreign trade this lily was t 
veritable weed in parts of Jnpan, growing in 
countless thousands on thé wooded hills near 
Yokohama ard on the'slopes of Fuji Yun. 
Now, thanks to the rathlesa way tho balls have 
boen torn up for export, it ix no easy matter to 
find ssinglo wild plant.of auratum in that neigh- 
bourhood. ‘Tho finest form of it is the Sacn 
Yari of Japan, known to ua aa Mucrantham or 
Platyphyllum. It should always be frown in pro- 
ference to the old form of aurataum, for the flowers 
are infinitely more hovutifal, and tho lily itself is. 
smore robuet and takes mara kindly to cultivation, 
Other. zood forma of aurutam are Wittei or 
Virgivale, with an unspotied’ white flower of 
exquisite purity, and Rubro-vittatum, in which 
arioh plum:colour tukos the places of the gould 
of tho old plant; but, unlike Macranthum, both 
these are slendor, dolicate plants, by mo meany 
easy to manage thongh worth o good-deal of 
tronbla, . : 

- Another Japanese lily, Speciosam, often mis- 
called Lancifolium, ia well known in one form 
or another; if only beonnse, thanks to the mani- 
pulation of tha bulba.by means~of cold-storsge, 
it is found ‘in flower shops in season ond ont 
of season from Jonnsry to December, while 
last year it was even hawked about the streols 
of London on moro, than one occasion, The. 
most beautiful of the Speciosum group is 
the white flowered lily known os Kraotzori,
